WASHINGTON, Jan. 14—The progressive in- 


surgents today exploded their heaviest bombshell in 
congress, a flat proposal for government ownership of 
the railroads. 


Creation of a gigantic government corporation 


to operate two trans-continental trunk, lines, criss- 
crossing the nation from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
and from Canada to the Gulf, was proposed by Sena- 
tor George W. Norris, republican of Nebraska; pro- 
gressive leader, in a bill he introduced in the senate. 


The corporation would be given a maximum 


capitalization of $5,000,000-000 and power to condemn, 
purchase or seize such privately owned railroads as 
found necessary to create the two federal trunk, lines. 
It also would have power to acquire and operate pow- 
er plants and coal mines necessary to supply fuel.

Five Directors at $12,000 a Year 


A Ive man directorship, each receiving $12,000 


annual salary would be formed to control the corpor- 
ation. They would be appointed by the president on 
the same conditions affecting cabinet officers and am- 
bassadors, "by and with the advice and consent of 
the senate."
